food with the intent of caus 
ing grevious harm to the account- 
ant of the drugsist’s shop and

Defendant pleaded not guilty. 

Outlining the facts, Inspector 
Murphy stated. that defendant 
joined the Yuk Lun Tong medi- 
cine shop in the eight or ninth 
moon of last year as cook. He was 

dismissed in the ffth or sixth 
moon this year while acting as 
shop covlie by’ the accountant, 
who was also “sacked” subs- 
sequently for a breach of trast. 
His dismissal, however, had no- 
thing to do with defendant. After 
tke dismissa] of the arcountant, 
the sut-acccuntant, (one of the 
complainants in the case) was pro- 
moted accountant, ard since then 
defendant had been a constant 
visitor to the shop, vidith 
once every two or three days 
and frequently sleeping there. He 
had never taken his meal in the

shop, however. The last occasion 
on which he called before 
the Isti—the day on which he 
was alleged to have administered 
the poison in the food—was three 
days before when he passed the 
night on the premises. On the 
afterncon of the Ist. defendant 
paid a visit. to. the shop 
and spent. the greater part 
of his time on the first, 
floor, which, with’tha ground floor, 
constituted tha bnilding. There 
were three other visitors in the 
skop. .On the instructions of the 
accountant the cook went to thel, 
market and purchased a quantity 
of paddy worms and some vege- 
tadles and meat, the first named 
article of food, said the Inspector, 
being a.rare delicacy among the 
Chinese. Having been cleaned, 
the worms were . subjected to a

[slow process of cooking, and (ac- 


cording fo the Inspector) had to be 
stewed for two hours before they 
could be eaten. The worms were 
cooked for the evening meal. An 
hour after the worms had been pat 
over the fire. defendant went 
down from the first floor to the 
kitchen, and left after lingering 
there for a short while He rew 
turned to the first floor by climb 
fing up a ladder, which reached the 
roof, and when he went down to 
the kitchen a few seconds after, 
he lifted the cover of the pan and 
stirred the worms with a pair of 
chops s. He

again and nothing more happened. 
AE S.29 pom. the table was laid for 
ten perzons~—the three visitors, da- 
fendant.and the six .fokis of the 
shop—on the . ground floor, and 
after everyone had sat down at the 
table, defendant was seen leaving 
the shop. Theceok invited him to 
theseat reserved for him, but he d& 
cEned and left, saying he wanted 
to go away. Some of the men took 
wine and all started to do ample 
justice to the meat, vegetables and 
the worms on the table. In 
_[masticating some of the worms all 
the diners came across some grit 
and blamed the coox for allowing 
sand to get into the food. Lackily 
enough, continued Inspector Mar- 
poy, all the men stopped eating 
and examined the tw6 plates which 
contained the worms and discover- 
ed arsenic. They removed the 
food to the first floor where they 
started to prepare medicine 
to cure themselves; but before 
they could do it they began to 
yomit. An hour later defendant 
appeared in the shop and stood at 
the door of the ground floor on 
which were the accountant and 
another foki. The two men ask- 
ed defendant to come in and took 
him up to the first floor, where he 
made a statement to one of the 
sick men in answer to an accusa- 
tion that he had put arsenic in the 
food. At 7 p.m.the master of the 
shop made a casual visit to the 
shop, and, being informed of what 
had happened, sent for a foki of 
another medicine shop—he is the 
master of several medicine shops 
to watch defendant. Three doc- 
tors were procured; but only: one 
of them prescribed medicine. The 
fokis of the Yak Lan shop got 
worse and on the advice of one of 
the doctors, the police were called 
in and the sick men were taken 
to hospital, one of them in 2 par- 
ticularly dangerous condition, The 
police took possession of the vomit 
and the plates containing the 
worms and sent them to

ascertain any definite motive. 

Mr. E.R. Dovey, » Government 
Analyst, stated that at 10 a.m, on 
the 2nd. inst. he received from 
Dr. MecKenny a sealed. packet 
enclosing three smaller packets. 
These contained small quantities 
of reddish brown substance, which, 
on being analyzed, proved to be;

pot which contained a greasy re-| 
sidue and a considerable quantity 
of arsenic. Mr. Dovey preduced 
a specimen cf rock which, on being 
analyzed, was found to be almost 
pure arsenic. He received it 
from Sergeant Stimson. In the 
afternoon of the same'day Dr. Me- 
Kenny sent to him three sealed 
pots containing urine, in each of 
whieh he discovered considerable 
traces of arsenic. On the morning 
of the 3rd.” Sergeant Stimson 
brought to him a pot and a bott! te} 
containing Chinese pepper and

In reply to further questions by 
{nspector Murphy, the Government 
Analyst said it was his opinion 
that the owner of the jacket he-re- 
ferred to must ‘have. carried 
arsenic in his pockets. 


Mr. Dovey produced a tube of 
sulphuric arsenic prepared from 
the arsenic which was found. on 
the two plates of food. It repre 
sented only ‘two thirds of the 
arzenic which he found in the food. 


When asked if he had any ques- 
tions to‘put to the. Government 
Analyst, defendant said/ ' The 
Government Analyst might have 
found ersenic in the exhibits, but 
he can't say who put it in 
them. 


The Magistrate: Quite so. 

Dr. C. W. MeKenny, a medical 
officer in the Government Civil 
Hospital, stated that at 5.50 a.m. 
on the 2nd. inst. he saw eight 
Chinese men in the Hospital, All 
of them had the same symptoms— 
vomit and general. weakness and 
one or two of them also had 
diarrhoea. He kept them under 
observation and treatment until 12 
noon. Five of the men. were then 
discharged and he detained the re- 
mainder.

On hearing 
that they had tdken arsenic, I felt 
the pulse of the fokis of the Yuk 
Lon Toug shop and found that 
what they were suffering was 
‘compatible vith their complaint. 

Replying to Mr.  Lindsell, 
the doctor said he- did 
not prescribe any remedy -be- 
cause he knew there was no cue 
to prepare medicine as all the 
fokis were ill, He advised 
thers to g» to hospital. He heard 
that the men had previously taken 
FPong-fung powder, and he ap- 
proved of it as being suitable 
medicine. He did not see defen- 
dant in thé shop nor did he see 
anyone on the premises who was 
not sick. The shop was the scene 
of confusion and excitement.

‘Party’s Return from First 
ad Trip. 

The Asiatic Expedition of the 
American Museum of Natural 
History, of which Mr. Ros Chap- 
man Andrews is the leader and 
organiser, has returned to Peking 
from its first trip of scientitic in- 
vestigation having spent twenty- 
one dayain the vicinity of the 
Eastern Tombs, and hringing back 
with them great numbeis of fish 
and frogs and lizards and other 
reptilas, mammals of various’ 
varisties, and numerous other 
specimens that-will be of the 
greatest value in the studs of the 
hitherto almos: unknown faunas 
of North China) The work oire- 
packing the specimens is now be- 
ing done, ar they will be ship 

ed at ance to New York, where 
they will be examiged and class- 
ified in the laboratories of the 
American Museum of Natural 
History. Mr. Andrews is now 
especially busy gatting ready the 


Peking. is full of ‘fine carving, 
especially in the main reception 
room where there are two famous 

Dscreens caret with the | 
bamboo design, af great beauty. 
This room is going to he furnished 
under the direction af Mra, Hey- 
ward Cutting, who at one. time 
was connected with a large 
interior decorating firm in New 
York and who took great interest 
in the problem when she waa 
passing’ through China.

[It may’ 
be true that the Empire can produce all it needs and might, 
therefure. aim toexist as a kind of separate economic entjty 
from the rest of the world, but itis practically impossible 
that it could produce all its evn. requirements at prices 
invariably lower than. Ur even equal to. those which the 
rest of the world can utter: 


Great Britain boitt up ber prosperity and wealth ual 


her capacity to buy and sell to all the world, and to carry 
the world’s ocean-berne commerce. “The Empire itself is a 
product very largely of foreign trade. There would have 
been no Indian Empire -but for the efforts of English 
merchant adventurers. There would have been no British 
Empire, as we know it at present, had not Britain hy means 
of free trade aud the energetic cultivation of foreign 
business created the strong industrial and commercial 
‘position which provided her both with the incentive

Indian Poet’s Testimony. 


In view of the disturbances ini

is of special interest to see what 
[the distinguished Indian (Sir) Ra- 
bindranath Tagore, has recently 
said in reference to that agita-i 
tion. The famous poet, it will be} 
remembered. so far disgreed with | 
the Britisb autborities that he in- 
timated biadesire torflinquiah the | 
Order of Kuighthood; yet his! 
devotion to truth impels him to 
speak out in condemnation of the 
perverted nationalism of the Non- 
Co-Operation movement. In the 
course ofa letter, he says: The 
man who begins to erect a 
wall to block all the doors 
aod windows of his house cannot 
be said to have any love for 
the house. On the other hand, 
the house owner who uses 
all possible means to get the light 


and the stnews of war to grasp aud hold the 
trident of sea power. We fancy that those shrewd 
business men of Bradford. Yorkshire, may give Mr. Hughes 
credit for the very best patriotic intentions, but they 
can hardly credit Lim with-much business acumen or with 
the possession of even ordinary commercial commensense. 
Bradford will buy in the cheapest market and sell in the 
dearest. as, indeed, it must do in order to thrive, no matter 
shat advice it gets from Mr. Hughes. The sale of pro- 
ducts means the -exchange-of-produetsand-therefore the 
belief. that it is possible to sell to a country and not to buy 
from it is simply ludicrous. The self-contained Empire of 
which Mr: Hughes dreams cannot be created, because 
though the Empire is a political entity, it is far from 
having an identity of industrial and commercial interests. 
Every part of the Empire does and must reach out for 
all the trade it can get. and on the best terms it can get, 
and in the freedom of all its parts to do so lies the 
arantee.for the stability of the Empire as a whole. 

The wisest course would be, as we have often urged, 
to remove all artificial restrictions upon international trade 
and allow our goods and the goods of other countries to. be 
sold freely wherever there is a-demand for them. That 
means. that our right to purchase in exchange must be 
free. Any other policy hinders the commercial 
recovery of the svorid and therefore not only injures our- 
selves, vat helps to perpetuate the industrial depression 
withits accompanying unemployment and distress. The
